Hurt by a decision cutting his delegate total in Cali­ 
fornia, Sen George McGovern has lost strength toi tru 
tirst time since his rise toward the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination began 
The fifth and final NEA-National Observer delegate 
count places his newly estimated potential at 1,374 2 
votes, or four votes fewer than the 1,378'2 given him 
in the fourth count early in June 
Since 1,509 votes are needed for nomination, the senator 
stands 1341 ie votes below the winning mark 
What checked McGovern’s upward spiral and sent him 
downward was the ruling of the convention credentials 
committee, meeting in Washington, which took away 151 
of the 271 delegates he had captured June 6 in California s 
winner-take-all primary 
He was left with just 120 from that state, while Sen 
Hubert Humphrey and other McGovern rivals were given 
delegates in proportion to their share of the primary day 
voting 
The effects of this blow go well beyond California 
I he 
momentum McGovern got from that victory and a later 
triumph in New York was moving additional strength 
his way every da> Some of that is solid and stays with 
him But some is not 
In the revised estimates which followed the California 
decision McGovern is judged in this fifth NEA-Observer 
survey to have lost another 584 votes which clearly were 
flowing his way from the ranks of uncommitted delegates 
and from a weakening Sen F.dmund Muskie 
Had nothing reversed this tide, the indications are Mc­ 
Govern was headed for a first ballot nomination at Miami 
Beach with perhaps 75 votes more than the needed 1.509 
Unless the ruling is reversed by court action or by the 
convention itself. McGovern hereafter may find himself 


in severe difficulties. If the impact of the California case 
is widespread it might translate into still further delegate 
losses 
But there is also a chance of the opposite happening 
If he can portray the ruling as unfair and improper, and 
mount a counterattack on moral grounds, he might win 
sympathy among the delegates and get back on a winning 
track again 


The net consequences of the changes is to boost the 
delegate count for second-place Humphrey to 566. the 
highest level he has ever reached in these surveys Gov 
George Wallace, paralyzed, but still planning to attend 
the convention, moves up a bit to hold a strong third 
place with an even 400 delegates Muskie rebounds slight­ 
ly to 210 


These and others join in the action which hurt McGov­ 
ern At the delegate level in the field, they and many 
party regulars who have challenged or disliked his candi- 
dacv failed to muster the votes to stop him They obvious­ 
ly saw the California challenge in the credentials com­ 
mittee as their big opportunity 


This final survey turned up some very stubborn resist­ 
ance to the South Dakotan. Some of it is based on wide 
convictions that he would lose to President Nixon and 
drag many other Democrats down with him Some exist 
because he is judged "too radical” in his proposals for 
tax and welfare reform and defense cuts 
But manv regulars simply are bitter at what they con­ 
sider arrogant strong-arm tactics which they say McGov­ 
ern’s forces often used to get delegates Such hostility 
has to be heard to be believed 
Yet few of these resisters seem to think Humphrey or 
Muskie can make it.

Board cuts $13,000 
for off-street parking 


The Board of Supervisors sliced $13,792 from the 
proposed 1972-73 county budget Wednesday which had been 
inserted as a county allocation to the Santa Barbara off- 
street parking program. 
First District Supervisor George H. Clyde, claiming the 
county government was “ freeloading” at the expense of the 
city, couldn’t get a second to his motion that the funds be 
taken from the supervisors’ budget and added to central 
services budget. 
The board then voted 4-1 to delete the item from the 
budget with Clyde voting “ no.” 
Alan Johnston, spokesman for the City Off-Street Parking 
Commission, said the commission originally requested 
$18,451 of county aid, pointing out the parking facilities for 
the public at the county building are so insufficient that 
persons requiring county services and attending hearings 
wind up at city parking facilities near the County 
Administration Building. 
The city program taxing property owners, tenants and 
transient users, is a multi-million dollar one, and a $13,792 
contribution from the county is seen as a “ minimal one,” 
said Johnson. 
He claimed the county was saving 
expenditure of a large sum for public county parking by 
alloting only 13 spaces for the public and renting out most of 
the county building lot to county employees. 
Third District Supervisor Daniel G. Grant told Johnston 
that new state legislation “ which the county pushed hard to 
get through” will provide substantial funding to the city of 
Santa Barbara parking district. 
He said the added funds will be diverted from gas sales 
tax revenues going to the city. Up to 50 per cent of such 
revenues could go to help city transportation and parking, 
he maintained. 
County Taxpayers’ Assn had recommended deletion of 
the item “ for the present,” maintaining that the county 
check out use of city parking facilities by county-oriented 
parkers over a six-month period. 
Board chairman Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, said he 
feared a county appropriation to assist the Santa Barbara 
city parking ‘facilities would set up an unfortunate 
precedent.

extra welfare funds “ to the taxpayers.’’ 
County officials earlier had estimated 
that this county will have spent $400,000 
less this year than last year, with a huge 
surplus resulting. 
In a joint statement with Chet Knutilla, 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
County 
Taxpayers’ Assn., Holland said he figured 
Santa Barbara County’s rate could be 
chopped 30 or more cents this year if 
proper economies were effected. 
This 
would 
also 
allow 
for 
salary 
adjustments for county employees, it was 


maintained. 
Opening statements made by spokesmen 
for the Tax-Action Assn. Inc., based in 
Santa Barbara, also stressed the need on 
the part of supervisors to halt the upward 
spiral of county taxes in the past three 
years. A record $3.60 per $100 assessed 
valuation was set last year. 
Mrs. Erma Saunders and Joseph C. 
Arend, members of the board of Tax- 
Action Assn., presented recommendations 
for their organization which included 
requesting a moratorium on hiring of new 
county employes for a year. 
They noted that the $2.3 million for added 
salary requirements in the proposed new 
budget cover additional positions as well as 
previously 
approved 
salary 
boosts, 
reclassifications 
and 
increased 
fringe 
benefits 
and added 
health 
insurance 
premiums. An additional 140 positions are 
visualized. 
The $29.7 million figure in the budget for 
salaries and employe benefits doesn’t 
include 
anything 
for 
expected 
wage 
adjustments effective July 3, nor does the 
$680,000 contingency fund.

So declares the Rev Frank 
Halbeck 
of 
Reseda, 
currently 
appearing at First Southern Baptist 
Church 
in 
a 
series 
of 
Bible 
character impersonations. 


In the usual church service, the 
pastor stands behind the pulpit 
preaching in the third person, the 
truth and words of the Bible. In a 
character 
monologue. 
Halbeck 
dresses in the costume of a Bible 
personality and in the first person, 
tells the story as told in the Bible 
He 
uses 
Bible 
words, 
with 
occasional transitional words of his 
own. to go from one passage to 
another, or to supply historical facts 
of the culture and background of the 
times in which the personality lived 


Halbeck makes a costume change 
from a regular suit as he sits in a 
front pew of the church with others 
in 
attendance. 
As 
the 
pastor 
completes introductory formalities 
and the choir sings, he slips on the 
upper part of the proper costume 


Since he remains seated, only those 
immediately 
behind 
notice 
the 
change. When the pastor is seated. 
Halbeck walks to the pulpit area and 
begins his monologue. 


Last Sunday morning he presented 
Simon Peter; Sunday night, it was 
Moses. Monday night he did Paul the 
apostle; Tuesday. Eliel, an Arabian 
friend of Zaccheus, the converted 
tax collector. Last night he was 
Joseph in his coat of many colors. 


Tonight 
Halbeck 
will 
portray 
Philip, the layman who changed a 
whole city Friday night. Death will 
be the character, reacting to the 
message 
of Jesus 
and

message of Satan. Saturday, Blind 
Bartimeus will be healed by Jesus.

This new approach to the Bible 
has proved popular in Lompoc as it 
has in other communities Halbeck 
has

service at 11 this Sunday. There is 
no admission charge. Dr 
W B 
Timberlake. church pastor, is in 
charge of the services and the 
church choir presents special music 
each night under direction of Herb 
Blackmon, director of music 


Striving to make his characters 
“ come alive,” Halbeck studies the 
personalities he will portray, the 
contemporary history and culture of 
the time Only then does he collect 
materials and artifacts, and put a 
costume together. His costumes are 
said to be more authentic than those 
used in motion pictures. These 
usually consist of a flowing robe, a 
headpiece wound about with a piece 
of rope, over fabric covered with 
fake jewels to suggest riches. 


Many of Halbeck s costumes are 
actually ladies' clothing. Women in 
the last centuries, he notes, have 
taken over the colorful, flowing 
garments that men wore in Bible 
times. 


During his 30 years as a pastor, 
Halbeck studied the culture and 
historical 
background 
of 
Bible 
times. 
Especially 
has he been 
interested in the Jewish people, as a 
friend. He was a missionary to 
Jewish people for the Home Mission 
Board 
of 
the Southern 
Baptist 
Convention in various areas of the 
United States. 


“ Their contribution to our culture 
and 
civilization, 
and 
their 
background to the coming of the 
Messiah called Jesus Christ has 
been an influential factor in my 
study,” he says. 
Halbeck s life has prepared him 
well for his kind of ministry. Years 
of Bible study, seminary education 
beyond college level, an interest in 
personalities of the Bible as people, 
a love for Jewish people < since most 
Christian leaders in the beginning 
were Jews > and a study of theatrical 
presentation 
During his early life in Venice and 
Culver City (Cal.» until the age of 
20. Halbeck was involved in stage 
productions. 
“ I 
have 
never 
forgotten the stage business, he 
says, “ and use this knowledge in my 
presentations.” 
Appearing the last two years in 
actual 
Bible monologues before 
civic, club and church groups as 
well as church services, he finds 
that many persons who do not wish 
to hear a sermon, will listen eagerly 
to the dramatic presentation of the 
same truth the sermon proclaims. 
In summation Halbeck says “ My 
whole desire is to present the Bible 
as a living book, the persons m that 
Bible 
as 
real 
people, 
not 
mythological. The Bible is the most 
important book in the world. The 
message of Jesus Christ is the most 
definite word from God in any 
book ”

Stage set for Isla Vista election 


The Brjard of Supervisors has set the stage for an election 
in Isla Vista to determine if a park and recreation district 
supported by community property taxes will be set up. 
Strong opposition by a number of property owners in the 
university community fell barely short Monday of blocking 
an election. 
The assessor’s office ruled that opponents could show 
only 49 48 percent of total assessed valuation in the 
community in their protest declarations. The protest move 
needed any margin over 50 per cent. 
Legal counsel for protesting property owners indicated 
the matter may go to the courts now And the county 
counsel’s office also said it was a possibility this would 
happen 
Supervisors voted 5-0 to support the findings of the county 


counsel and assessor which stymied major Isla Vista 
property owners including Jack Schwartz. 


County Counsel George Kading said he would draw up a 
formal resolution and recommend an election date shortly. 
The board found that such a district was "feasible, 
economically sound and in the public interest.” The result 
of any election on the issue seems to be a foregone 
conclusion, as at least 80 percent of adults in the 
community have shown they favor the district. 


Meanwhile, the county seems assured of getting U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
and University of California Regents’ funds to acquire 
property for the proposed Madrid Park in the Embarcadero 
Loop area.

Center shows tender care works

ST. LOUIS, M o.-John . 12, 
is a hydrocephalic. His head 
is more than twice as large 
as 
norm al 
because 
fluids 
have accum ulated to an ex­ 
cess and have, in effect, de­ 
stroyed much, if not most, of 
his brain. 
Because 
of 
this 
severe 
dam age to his nervous sys­ 
tem John is little m ore than 
a “ human vegetable,” dis­ 
tasteful 
though 
the 
term 
m ay be. His IQ is essential­ 
ly 0 — no 
intelligence — al­ 
though it is difficult to m ea­ 
sure accurately in this ultra- 
low range. 


John is one of about 3 to 5 
per cent of the n ation 's six 
m illion m entally retard ed 
who 
a re 
cla ssifie d 
as 
severely, 
or 
profoundly 
retarded. Most of them are 
not am bulatory and can do 
nothing but lie in bed and 
m ake grotesque noises. 


They are “ crib cases” who 
have been found 
drugged 
into a stupor and closeted in 
the back rooms of newly in­ 
famous institutions such as 
New 
York’s 
Willowbrook 
State 
S c h o o l . 
In 
under­ 
staffed, underfunded institu­ 
tions 
iike 
Willowbrook 
or 
Letchworth Village in up­ 
state New York, huge rooms 
hold wall-to-wall steel-sided 
“ cribs” which are m ore like 
cages with tranquilized chil­ 
dren as their prisoners. 
In such slate institutions 
the staff-to-patient ratio is 
often so miniscule that it 
allows only one or two min­ 
utes for an aide to feed a 
child each meal. Every week 
youngsters die of food aspi­ 
ration and subsequent suf­ 
focation or infection 
Apologists h a v e argued 
that the profoundly retarded 
youngsters 
wouldn’t 
know 
the difference w hether they 
existed in the Waldorf As­ 
toria Hotel or Willowbrook. 
Others, 
however, 
believe 
that subjectively at least the 
environm ent in which such 
children live m akes all the 
difference in the world. 
I recently visited John, the 
boy with the oversized head, 
at the St. Louis Center for 
Exceptional Children, a pri­ 
vately owned and operated— 
but state approved—facility 
that cares for profoundly re ­ 
tarded children. 
John smiled at me, or at 
least something in his eyes, 
his face or his surroundings 
m ade me think he smiled at 
me. He was lying in a new, 
mesh-sided playpen, the type 
you may have for your own 
child at home. John was sur­ 
rounded by simple toys in a 
brightly 
lighted

‘ “ Basically they need much 
m ore loving care and atten­ 
tion than it is possible to 
give in a state institution, 
even 
in the best circum ­ 
stances.” 


In fact, at the St. Louis 
State School and Hospital it 
costs the state about $480 
l>er month per child At the 
privately owned St. Louis 
Center, however, the cost is 
reduced to $425. As a further 
economic advantage patients 
often 
become 
eligible 
for 
governm ent assistance out­ 
side of the state institutional 
structure. 
The St. Louis Center is 
clearly a “custodial c a re ” 
facility and state officials be­ 
lieve it is “ one of the b est.” 
But the reason it is good is 
not necessarily the ow ner’s 
love for retared children. It 
is, at least partially, because 
there is a lot of money to be 
m ade—“ not wasted by the 
state,” as one observer put 
it. 
The State of M issouri rec­ 
ognizes the economic as well 
as the clinical usefulness of 
private facilities. 
But Dr. 
B ryan McCann of the N a­ 
tional 
Association 
of 
R e­ 
tarded С h И d r e n ( NARC) 
in Arlington, Tex,, says that 
he finds it hard to accept the 
notion of good custodial care 
because “I’ve seen too many 
custodial-tyj)e 
p r o g r a m s 
which either prevent a pc*r-

or 
which, in fact, cause him to 
reg ress” 


It is difficult to elicit an 
adm ission from NARC of­ 
ficials that there is such a 
thing as a retarded child 
who could benefit from good, 
totally custodial care. When 
officials are willing to con­ 
ditionally accept this idea 
they argue about how one is 
to assign a label such as 
“ not able to im prove” to any 
child. 


M issouri’s Dr. Robb says 
that

Mis­ 
souri state officials say that 
staff m em bers are able to 
devote more tim e to the re ­ 
tarded youngsters who can 
show substantial growth to­ 
ward an ability to moving 
into society as productive 
m em bers. 
Many 
individuals, called 
heartless or H itleresque by 
some, wonder why the pro­ 
foundly 
retarded 
children 
should not sim ply be cared 
for “ just enough,” and al­ 
lowed to die. More radical 
individuals say, “ kill th em .” 
“ You are talking to a m an 
who favors abortions,” Dr. 
Korn says, “ but once a child 
has 
achieved life , on this 
planet he deserves to live 
the best life that can be a t­ 
tained ” 
Accordingly, Dr. Korn has 
upgraded the m edical care 
of the retarded youngsters 
in his charge. No longer do 
they lie in a drug-induced 
stupor. Dosages of m edica­ 
tion are reduced and stand­ 
ardized in the case w here a 
child has been receiving sev­ 
eral overlapping drugs. 
“ Good 
m edical 
m anage­ 
m ent will am eliorate m any 
of the parental guilt prob­ 
lem s.” Dr. Korn says. “ If 
we upgrade m anagem ent of 
the kids and the m edical- 
psychiatric m anagem ent of 
the fam ilies we could up­

Contractors license approved 


Legislation allowing contractors to hold 
an inactive state license longer than ten 
years 
has 
been 
approved 
by 
the 
Legislature. 
Introduced by Assemblyman W. Don 
MacGillivray 
(R-Santa 
Barbara), 
the 
measure would repeal a 1%3 state law 
which called for automatic revocation of 
any contracting license held inactive for 
ten years. 
MacGillivray 
explained 
that 
many 
contractors who are not currently active in 
the industry hold inactive licenses, rather 
than dropping them completely. This 
allows them to return to active contracting 
without re-applying for a license. 


“ In order to reactiv ate their licenses,” 
M acG illivray said, “ they m ust pay the 
regular fee, post a $2,500 bond and file a 
financial statem ent. 
“ In addition, they m ust pay a $15 fee 
each year they hold an inactive license.” 
“ As the old law read ,” M acG illivray 
said, “ contractors whose inactive licenses 
w ere to expire could m erely reapply for an 
active license, and then shortly th ereafter 
let them go inactive for another ten years. 
It w as an extensive am ount of bookkeeping 
for nothing.” 


M acG illivray noted that approxim ately 
25,000 of the sta te ’s 90,000 contractors hold 
inactive licenses.

Mr. Nixon stood behind his desk in one of his rare press 
conferences, tanned, formidable, and as tightly in control 
of himself behind his suave manner and switch button 
smile as a prizefighter entering the ring. Across the room 
he looked at a painting of George Washington (before he 
had those dentures). Mr. Nixon has a star-like lucite 
presidential seal on his desk and an enameled American 
flag in his lapel. Nothing radical here, surely, the very 
image, in a way, of solid conservatism. 
And yet who is the “ radical,” he or George McGovern? In 
America today the gap between rich and poor is widening 
The income of the richest 20 per cent of the families is 
greater than that of all 60 per cent at the bottom. Taxes are 
so arranged that one oil company recently paid only 1.2 per 
cent in Federal taxes on nearly one billion dollars in net 
income. 
With a tax revolt in America brewing the “ radical’ may 
be the one who supports things as they are. There are 
almost twice as many people unemployed today as when 
Mr. Nixon took office. Price and wage controls of Phase II 
haven’t been a great success. And just the other day Mr. 
Nixon was down in Texas promising his big campaign 
contributors - big bankers and big oil men — that not only- 
would he not touch the oil depletion loop-hole, he wanted to 
make it bigger. We aren’t used to this inflammatory talk; it 
rather scared us. “ Rather than moving in the direction of 
reducing the depletion allowance,” he told the oil tycoons, 
“ the government should do more to provide incentives for 
people to go out and explore for oil . ” 
Radical is a matter of definition. Whether George 
McGovern will get anywhere with his share-the-wealth 
proposals (or even get the nomination) we don’t know. We 
watched him the other day as he set off on his final 
campaign trip to the South We agree with historian James 
MacGregor Burns that McGovern is a Woodrow Wilson 
type, more flexible than Wilson, perhaps, but a man quietly 
dedicated to his overall objectives. He made a little speech 
to the crowd in which he remarked in his low-keyed style 
that the Democrats are writing a platform of “ deep 
fundamental change.” Peaceful, orderly and constructive 
change, he hoped, “ but the essential commitment is to 
change.” 
Why does he want to mess around with taxes anyway; 
what is wrong with them as they are? Well, here is an 
instance cited by labor leaders — the breadwinner with 
family of four earns a salary of $10,000 a year and pays 
Federal income taxes in 1972 of $905 A taxpayer with the 
same income from sale of stock or land pays only $98 in 
taxes. And if the $10,000 income were from state or 
municipal bonds he would pay no taxes at all! The burden is 
on the earned income, on the man driving a taxi, standing 
at an assembly line, stringing wires from poles. The worker 
can’t excape taxes on earned income because they are 
withheld right from his paycheck. On the other hand, he 
may work for a big steel corporation which didn’t pay any 
Federal income taxes in 1971. It was perfectly legitimate, 
of course — the company had tax shelters — but there are 
no tax shelters for earned income. 
Nixon economist Herbert Stein made a strong point the 
other day, we thought, when he sarcastically dismissed the 
McGovern tax reforms as unrealistic because the poor 
don’t have much political power, he said, and the unpoor 
aren’t prepared to share much of their income with them 
We think that is true and anybody who has watched 
Congress sidle around tax reform realizes it. But there is a 
degree of disparity between rich and poor which is 
dangerous and which society finds intolerable. We think 
that state has just about come. 
A brilliant new study by the respected Brookings 
Institution says that $17 billion in additional Federal funds 
will be required in the next two years simply to meet built- 
in increases in the^cost of continuing governmental social 
programs. Not a single new social program need be voted; 
the Treasury will still need $17 billion more Almost 
certainly new taxes will be needed. President Nixon has 
managed to create three back-to-back Treasury deficits 
that total $75 billion to $100 billion. That is no mean feat in 
itself and again it points to higher taxes. Mr Nixon is 
toying with a huge national sales (value added) tax Again 
the burden would be on middle and low incomes. 
The Brookings study notes that there have been three tax 
cuts, in 1964, in 1969 and in 1971. If we were paying taxes on 
the old 1963 rates the Treasury would have $26 billion a year 
more than it does These tax cuts gave a bigger bonus to the 
rich than the poor. (Economists say that “ regressive 
rather than “ progressive” taxes have increased.) The 
graduated income tax is mildly progressive because its 
rates rise with income; but there are so many loopholes 
this doesn’t amount to much. 
The top rate for the very rich man is supposed to be 70 per 
cent but a study by tax expert Joseph Pechman ( “ The Rich, 
the Poor and the Taxes They Pay” ) shows the effective 
rate for the top 1 per cent is only around 26 per cent. 
McGovern is trying to make the legal rates real. 
It wasn’t always like this Treasury secretary Guthrie in 
1856 wailed of his hardship, too much revenue Like the 
mournful captain of a leaky ship he saw the surplus keep 
pouring in. He complained that he had used $45 million of 
the beastly stuff to pay bills, and thank God for the public 
debt! — without it “ the accumulated sum would have 
acted, fatally, on the banks and on trade.” 
There was a budget surplus every year from 1866 to 1893. 
Coolidge’s budget director lamented that “ we seem 
helpless in the face of the country ’s continuing prosperity.” 
The more taxes were cut, he moaned, the more the inflow 
rose: “ at the end of the year we are called upon to 
determine what to do with surplus millions.” This was the 
normal, peacetime fiscal dividend, based on national 
growth. 
Big defense spending, big welfare payments, big tax 
loopholes have solved that problem! Payroll taxes (on 
middle incomes) increase, and income taxes (on the 
affluent) decline through loopholes “ Rich people benefit 
from preferential tax treatment far more than do those 
with low incomes,” says the Brookings study coolly. 
McGovern must have been reading it.

(U P I)— The Skylab space 
station set for launch next 
spring will be the first 
American manned space­ 
craft to convert sunlight 
into electrical power. 
The orbiting laboratory 
will carry huge wing-like 
solar panels t produce up to 
21,000 
watts —enough 
electricity to power five 
three-bedroom houses. 
All of America’s manned 
spaceships 
so 
far 
have 
drawn their power from 
either batteries or fuel cell 
generators. But none of the 
Mercury, Gemini or Apollo 
spacecraft has stayed up for 
more 
than 
two 
weeks. 
Skylab must operate for 
eight months in orbit. 
Project engineers decided 
to use solar cells to power 
the 
station because they 
are simple, reliable and 
cheaper than fuel cells. 
Batteries could not be used 
alone 
because 
of 
their 
limited capacity and fuel 
cells would require large 
amounts of oxygen and 
hydrogen 
and 
associated 
tankage, 
plumbing 
and 
controls. 
The other possible source 
of electrical power for the 
space 
station 
would 
be 
nuclear generators of the 
type 
now 
powering 
the 
small unmanned Pioneer 
spacecraft 
en 
route 
to 
Jupiter. 
They, 
however, 
have not been developed to 
the point where they can 
now be used to produce large 
amounts of power in a 
manned spacecraft. 
Solar cells have long been 
used to power unmanned 
satellites 
which 
must 
operate for long periods in 
space. They also have been 
used on Russia’s manned 
Soyuz 
and 
Salyu t 
spacecraft. 
The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration 
(NASA) said the Skylab 


array of solar panels is by 
far the largest ever devised 
for a spacecraft. In all, they 
expose 2,355 square feet of 
surface 
area 
containing 
312,000 
individual 
photovoltaic cells to the sun. 
The U.S. satellite with the 
next largest array was an 
Air Force satellite with 356 
square feet of cells. The 
Mariner 9 television craft 
now orbiting Mars has 25.3 
square feet of solar panels. 
Solar 
cells only 
work 
when they are in sunlight. 
Since the Skylab will be in 
darkness between 25 and 36 
minutes during each 94- 
minute orbit, the station 
carries batteries which will 
be charged by solar energy 
to power the station when it 
is in earth’s shadow. 


The Skylab will have six 
separate solar panels. Two, 
with a total width of 90 feet, 
will be attached to the mam 
body of the laboratory and 
four 49-foot panels linked in a 
cross will be mounted to the 
station’s 
observatory 
section. 
Construction of the Skylab 
solar panels started four 
years 
ago. 
After 
being 
completed, they were put 
through a long series of 
tests to see how well they 
turned solar energy into 
electricity. Some of the 
tests were conducted in the 
Rocky 
Mountains 
in 
Colorado, high above smog 
layers that screen some 
sunlight from earth. 


The solar panels will be 
folded 
when 
Skylab 
is 
launched on April 30, 1973, 
and 
engineers 
are 
now 
completing 
tests of 
the 
complicated 
deployment 
mechanisms. 


Skylab 
is designed 
to 
support 
three 
three-man 
crews in earth orbit for a 
total of five months over an 
eight-month 
period.

Lazy summer days are here, but who can afford taking 
much time off to enjoy them'1 
County government has a veritable thicket of problems 
ahead that won t be solved unless the hierarchy departs 
from ‘"business as usual 
routines and settles down to m eet 
crises head-on, many feel. 
County taxpayer associations — mindful of the fact that 
public hearings on a $70-million 1972-73 county budget open 
July 5 — have com e up with analyses of the proposed 
expenditures. Their findings are that county officials can 
Cut expenses here and juggle figures there to accommodate 
property owners for a change — and maybe cut the $3 00 
levy 30 cents while granting some cost-of-living pay boosts 
as well 
There is some strong thinking among em ployee groups 
that a comparatively small, well-paid county work force is 
preferable to a proliferating work force that has to struggle 
to convince the administration it should get any more than 
cost-of-living boosts 
The practice of putting huge sums in the budget to fund 
positions which aren t tilled isn t defensible if this means 
raising taxes to do it. according to some students of county 
government. 
Appropriations for unfilled positions can add up to the 
millions of dollars in a few years, with surpluses often 
carried on from one vear to the next vear’s budget. 
Taxpayer groups thought they saw a glim m er of light in 
other directions. They traditionally feel the county budget 
makers are too cautious in estim ating revenues, including 
property tax revenues. It’s understandable to play it safe, 
they say, but is it being played too safe for those paying the 
taxes? 
The budget — and the strident sounds calling for a 
reversal of the upward tax spiral — aren t the only 
problems facing the county supervisors. 
They’ve got a water supply problem that should keep 
them awake nights 
But warnings of conservationists notwithstanding they 
are continuing to permit rezonmgs and higher density in a 
Goleta Valley which faces the prospect soon of running 
short of not only water, but of schools and other services 
with residents paying a combined tax load that is at the top 
county level. 
County officials defending actions in approving more 
subdivisions over protests of area residents say they are 
required to do so if there is adequate water and other 
services and the developer m eets requirements. 
There is adequate water now. but there’s no guarantee of 
it before year’s end 
Goleta County Water District is getting ready to expend a 
huge sum to drain off its underground supply as a last 
resort now that it knows Cachuma Project can’t serve its 
present and coming population. No one knows how much 
water it will gam er, or what the quality will be. 
Carpintería County Water District — in the second 
fastest growth area in the county in recent months — is also 
facing possible water shortages and rationing this year. 
More well production is seen necessary there, as well. 
The County Water Agency is advocating the two districts 
be allowed to “borrow” Cachuma Project water this year 
over the allotments allowed, and “pay it back’ next year in 
the form of taking less. 
Some 
might 
co n test 
the 
ra tio n a le 
of 
th is 
recommendation, with more water than ever needed in the 
succeeding water year, and the districts getting even less 
from Cachuma 
The county ’s General Plan — adopted in 1965 and patched 
up since in some areas — is seen as exerting som e restraint 
on runaway growth in some critical areas. But those 
advocating an elastic General Plan to m eet unforeseen 
problems point out com plete adherence to it would provide 
a much greater population than even the m ost dedicated 
orderly growth adherents might want. 
The main problem, many feel — and it is a problem that 
seem s beyond the planning stage — is that the pressures for 
growth in the South Coast areas are so strong — in 
comparison with such pressures in the North County — that 
county growth for years now has been com pletely lop-sided. 
A leveling out of the pressures is needed, but how to do it?

A realistic view 


Seldom in modern times has a domestic 
political issue generated as much heated 
dialogue as the continuing controversy 
over firearms ownership in America. 
The dialogue rises and falls in crescendo 
with incidents involving violence with guns 
such as the shooting of Governor George 
Wallace which has generated the current 
emotional outburst against the private 
ownership of firearms. 
It is significant then that, according to 
the College Poll, toward the end of a 
decade marred by a rash of tragic public 
shootings that eight out of 10 college 
students in 
the country are against 
banning private ownership of firearms. 


Publishers of the poll indicated that the 
consensus of student opinion was that the 
political shootings were a freak which no 
outlawing of guns could prevent. 
This of course is the view of the millions 
of American gun owners who keep their 
weapons for legitimate purposes of sport 
or defense and who oppose hysterical 
legislative efforts, particularly in the 
Congress, to disarm them. 


Perhaps those politicians who pay overt 
court to the emerging youth vote of the 
nation will listen closer to the older 
opponents of restrictive gun laws now that 
they’ve been joined by the new generation. 


On The Right by William Buckley 
SALT : the beginning 


Secretary Laird has now said it 
twice, that if Congress doesn’t 
support the new bomber and the new 
submarine, 
then 
we 
have 
no 
business ratifying the SALT Treaty. 
That would appear to be an extra­ 
ordinary statement, and it is no 
wonder 
that 
Senator 
William 
Fulbright dismissed it as a “ red 
herring.” 
Never 
mind that 
Senator Fulbright is 
in a mood these 
days to dismiss as a 
red herring any sug­ 
gestion that there is 
a lingering appetite 
in the Kremlin to 
extend Communist 
power beyond the 
present borders. It 
is 
nevertheless 
understandable that 
Senator 
Fulbright 
should be skeptical 
of Melvin Laird's 
reasoning. 
Why? Because it is otherwise 
inconceivable that the Secretary of 
Defense should support a treaty 
which is wise if Congress passes a 
particular appropriation for an 
incremental bomber squadron and 
an incremental submarine wing, 
and otherwise irresponsible. 
Yet Mr. Laird appears to have said 
something that adds up to this. 
“ Without (the new programs.)” he 
told the Senate committee, “ I 
believe 
the 
national 
security 
requirements are jeopardized " he 
is obviously inviting the public to 
ask whether it is conceivable that 
wc have 
now 
a 
Congress so 
insensible 
to essential 
military 
requirements that for a saving of a 
lousy $1.3 billion, it would leave us 
all in jeopardy. 
But the truly haunting question is: 
By concluding the treaty and the 
executive 
agreement 
and 
recommending their ratification in 
Congress, has President Nixon left 
us leaning on so slender a reed as 
Congress s year-by-year willingness 
to back the B-l bomber and the 
Trident submarine? If the Senate 
subcommittee shows itself, even 
now. so greatly reluctant to endorse 
this request of the military, so 
ardently 
backed 
by the Nixon 
Administration, 
what 
can 
we 
predict 
from 
a 
Senate 
subcommittee after another wave of 
pacifism laps up on its resolution0 
What of a subcommittee responding 


not to the cues of a President Nixon, 
but of a President McGovern? 
In his defense Mr. Nixon would no 
doubt answer: how could I hope to 
get from Congress a robust ABM 
system, costing ten billion dollars, if 
I have trouble getting a new bomber 
and a new submarine costing one- 
tenth that much money0 To which 
circularly, we ask the question: 
when last did you tell us it was 
necessary to get a full ABM system 
and what arguments did you use, 
and how often have you repeated 
them? When last did you tell us that 
there 
was 
great 
danger 
in 
permitting the Soviet Union to 
achieve 
a 
strategic 
arms 
superiority, which superiority you 
are now prepared to anoint by 
treaty? 


The voice of Mr. Nixon from the 
immediate past comes in saying, in 
1968 when he campaigned for the 
Presidency, 
that 
m ilitary 
superiority for the United States 
was an essential. And, campaigning 
for ABM in 1969, saying that the 
United States could not settle for 
less than four ABM sites (he has 
settled for two), nor for a system 
which would leave us defenseless 
against attack by an nth power, Red 
China, for instance. 
How mysteriously the President 
has moved, and how easy it is to 
understand 
the 
increasing 
skepticism with which his episodic 
claps of thunder are greeted. The 
awful importance of the proposed 
treaty 
surely 
is 
not 
generally 
intuited The notion that one should. 


for 
the 
sake 
of 
the 
public’s 
protection, 
renounce 
defense 
technology is a paradox of such 
breathtaking proportions as to resist 
contemplation. They will tell you 
that it is provocative to defend 
yourself, 
in the current world 
situation. Very well then, defend 
yourself pari passu with the enemy. 
The Soviet Union has done a great 
deal with ABM, and its bargainers 
contrived to get us at Helsinki to 
agree to arrangements that would 
potentially protect two-thirds of the 
Soviet population, but only a small 
fraction of our own Indeed we go 
happily down the road under the 
doctrine 
of 
Mutual 
Assured 
Destruction 
as 
the 
principal 
deterrent instrument, but unable 
philosophically to face the crucial 
question: 
are 
we 
ready 
automatically 
to 
program 
the 
release of our missiles (those we 
have left), after an enemy’s first- 
strike offensive has substantially 
vitiated our offensive capacity, 
leaving our cities, unguarded, as 
hostage? 
And how curious that those who 
count every dead North Vietnamese 
civilian as a scar on the sconscience 
of the West, should talk contentedly 
about the future of America resting 
on our capacity vindictively to kill 
one 
hundred 
million 
Russians. 
Better live Americans, Dr. Donald 
Brennan has said aptly, than dead 
Russians. There is much to question 
Mr Laird about, in the effort to 
wrest 
from 
the 
Nixon 
Administration 
.its 
confused 
assumptions.
